^pllowiDg ihe example; ot the Senior 
Clasl^ of Columbian College and ihai 
Ql tiie Teachers’ /College, tne Fresh- 
man Class of the St-hooi of Arts and 
Sciences met Tuesday night, March 15 
in the chaptel of Lisner Hall and sul 
^ly pledged themselves to observe 
the honor 8 y 9 tem of George Wu.shinj^ 
ton University. | 

The honor system is defined as *‘the 
placing of the responsibility for recita 
tude in examinations aqd recitations 
upon tlie studeht body.. It Is the ob 
ject of the system to have a committee 
selected fiu)m e^tch of the classes in. 
PChooL This committee shall be com. 
posed of the president and secretary 
of the class, together with five other 
members elected by the cla.ss. 

Hvery member is to Consider him 
self a personal committee of ope to re 
port to one of the honor committeemen 
of the class any breach of the code 
that he observes. This committeeman 
is to confer with the rest of his com- 
mittee and if they think the’ change is 
justified an investigation will -be ^car- 
ried out. The charge then will be 
talien to the Student Councjl, who 
shall sit in secret session, and the com 
mlttee wi^l act as judges^. ' 

The othdr classes in George Wash 
ington University are ejtpected to fo’ 
low closely the example set by these 
glasses. Although , up to this time th< 
honor’ system harf been supposed . to 
govern ,the actlbH.s of George Wash 
ington ^udents, it has signally failed, 
and this expedient is ei^pected to bring 
it up to the standard/ which is \em- 
ployed' in* other universities. ^ 


At a meeting of the basketball letter 
men held March 8, John R. Daily, who 
played a brilliant game at guard and 
was one of the mainstays of the team 
this season until he was taken sick 
during the latter part of the season, 
was elected to be next year’s captain. 

’’Jack” Daily is a junior, in the Law 
Scliool and hails from Peoria, 111., 
where he attended high school, win- 
niag.Jetters in football, basketball and 
baseball, proving to be an alFaround 
athlete. Since coming to George Wash 
ington University, he has played guard 
on the 1919 basketball team, fullback 
on the 1920 football squad and guard 
on this year’s basketball team. 
election as captain of the 1921 basket 
ball team by his teammates is in rec 
ognition of his sellar playing in the 
back court and the belief that he wil 
make as good a floor leader as a play- 
er. I>aily is a member of the Kappa 
Sigma fraternity.

It., is now apparent that before long 
another publication will appear at 
George Washington, 'rhia is not to be 
a newspaper or a humorous magazine, 
but one confined strictly to law. 

The progress of the investigation 
which has been made this winter as to 
the feasibility of publishing a law re 
▼lew at George Washington has bCen 
highly encouraging. The committee 
has canvassed the student body, and 
they have responded heartily. Ttii 
faculty, too, hate shown great interest. 

Last Saturday the following letter 
was sent to each member of the Alum 
nl Association of the Law Bchool, some 
€00, which tells in brief just what has 
been done: 

“Dear Sir: Last December at the in- 
stance of a committee of students of 
the Law School, the faculty took the 
following action with respect to tht 
proposed publication of a Law Review: 

** ’It was resolved, . . . that on con- 
dition that means for the proper finan- 
cing of a Law School Journal be pro 
Tided, the faculty (a) recommends 
that the Board of Trustees approve 
the publication of such a Law School 
Journal and (b) that the faculty under 
take to edit such a journal. . . . That 
il ls the sense of the faculty thqt the 
eubscriptlon price of the Law School 
Quarterly be |2.60 per year.” 

*Tn pursuance thereof the commit 
tee actively undertook to determine 
what support was available, and to 
date 52 per oeiit of.the studeota of the 
-teiT' hgTe pledged their eub- 

scriptions to the proposed. Law Re- 
▼eiw. An underwriting fund has been 
created, and to date $570 has been sub- 
ecrlbed thereto. This brings the total 
to 21.600. It is confidently expected 
that the alumni of the school w*ill sup 
port this proposition as well as tlie 
faculty and students have done. 

“It is the desire of those who have 
the matter In charge to publish tho 
first number not later than next N.o 
vember. It is obvious that before this 
can be done the whole-hearted support 
of all those who are interested will be 
necessary not only by word but b. 
their subscriptions. 

“There Is inclosed herewith a post 
card for your convenience. Just sigrr 
it and put your class and address on it 
and drop it in the mail. As a member 
of the Columbian-George Washington 
Law School Association you will b< 
kept posted as to the progreps of th- 
undertaking through the Bulletin. 

“The Law School looks to you 
your support. Sincerely yours,

The cards have already started bac' 
and quite a number have been xe 
celved. 

It is hoped that fully "half of these' 
alumni will so respond. Later the re 
malning alumni and interested 'outsid 
ers will be approachel. If they respond 
as is hoped, the committee plans to 
take the faculty recommendations be 
fore the Board of Trustee.s and en 
deavor to secure their support botl 
verbally and financially. If they wil 
give it. the publication next fall, as 
planned, is assured. 

Of those mentionel in (he letetr a‘ 
having signed the underwriting agree 
ment, It might be mentioned that th« 
list includes 15 members of the fac 
ulty, headed by Dean Verson.
